574,000,000 Can. Live 
In U. S. Says Scientist, 
By ‘German Methods’ 


Agricultural Economist Avers Earth Can 
Feed Itself Always — Larder 
No Worry. 


WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 1. 
——The United States can support a 
population of 350,000,000 and by 
applying German methods a popu- 
lation of 574,000,000, it was assert- 
ed at the Institute of Politics today 
by Prof. R. J. McFall of the Agri- 
cultural Economics Department, 
Massachusetts Agricultural College. 
He declared that contrary to the 
Malthusian doctrine the world 
would be able to feed itself in- 
definitely. 

“The present tendencies of the 
growth of population lead us to 
suppose that man’s increase will 
not overtake the still abundant op- 
portunities to expand the food sup- 
ply. We may accordingly antici- 
pate plenty of opportunity for the 
human race to enter. a new and 
better phase of economic existence. 

“The larder holds a subordinate 
place in determining the gonden- 
tration, increase and even decline 


'of population in civilized commun- 


ities, though it may be the cause 
of a rise and fall in numbers in 
primivive communities.”’ 

Prof. MeFall also predicted that 
the density of populations in in- 


“the inexorable force 
of natural law.”’ 
Prof. Edward M. East of Har- 
ly the food supply would be the 
most important population factor.

He likened the supply to a huge 
piece of cheese at which the rats 
were nibbling. 

“It has been predicted that in 30 
years no one but the very rich and 
the very poor will be able to live 
in New York City.” he asserted. 
“The middle class will have been 
squeezed out by the upper and 
nether millstones of population 
pressure.”’ 

Italy Needs African Spacc. 

Declaring Fascism to be a new, 
silent and determined force in the 
Mediterranean, Count Antonio 
Cippico, Fascist Senator, upheld 
before the Institute of Politics this 
evening Italy’s attempt to solve 
her population problem through 
territorial expansion, “a problem 
which she had been unable to 
solve by victory” in the late 
World War. 

He accused the allies of “‘show- 
ing a singular lack of vision at the 
peace conference,” by 
provision for giving . Italy more 
territories in German 
Africa, declaring that Italy is now 
“acting in accordance with the itiron 
necessity of her geographical po- 
sition,’”’ yet hopes “with all her 
strength to find a peaceful solu- 
tion” for her population problem. 

The Senator pointed out that the 
Italian nation was increasing five 
millions every 10 years, and that 
some way of taking care of this 
surplus population of a country 
poor in raw materials must soon 
be found.

STATE NEARLY COMPLETE; 
FINDINGS DUE IN JANUARY 


Start Study 


Startling Discoveries Said to Have Been Made; 
Association for Criminal Justice Soon to 


for Reports. 


An accurate, detailed “audit” is 
being made of the books of Mis- 
sduri’s agencies for the punishment 
of crime, to determine why those 
agencies have been operating at a 
loss—that is, to learn why the 
guilty have not been promptly pun- 


ished always and the innocent 
freed. 

This ig the work of the Missouri 
Association for Criminal Justice. 
Strictly speaking, its audit is a sur- 
vey, but it is a searching, itemized 
survey and not a generalization of 
the opinions of Judge Tom, Attor- 
ney Dick and Citizen Harry. 

The comparison of the survey to 
an audit and of the State to a cor- 
poration, is that of Arthur V. Lash- 

ly, St. Louis attorney and operat- 
ing director of the association. The 
likeness has impressed him in his 
movements over the State to organ-~- 
ize the work and to enlist the sym- 
pathetic interest of citizens in it. 
In describing progress and methods 
of the survey to the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, he sald: e 

“The agencies employed by the 
State for the apprehension, prose- 
cution and punishment of persons 
accused and convicted of crime 
constitute one great organization 
(or ought to), the unfts of which 
should be co-ordinated with each 
other because they are function- 
ing with one end in view—protec- 
tion of the lives and property of 
citizens. 


Heavy Cost to Taxpayers. 

“These processes constitute a 
great business in this State, in the 
functioning of which probably 
more of the taxpayers’ money is 
spent than in any other single 
branch of State Government. I 
compare it with a great corpora- 
tion, functioning through varicus 
departments, *the diréctors of 
which are the elected and appoint- 
ed officials and the stockholders of 
which are the people. For at least 
five years, everybody knows, that 
corporation. has been operating at 
a loss, because the profits of this 
corporation decrease in the same 
ratio crime increases.”’

This study of cases is a monu- 
mental task in itself, for when

However, 
getting these records is only half 
the battle; they must be tabulated 
and studied, to make them mean 
something. 


Oard Entries Being Coded. 


A force of men is working now 
in association headquarters, Cen- 
tral National Bank Building, to 
code the card entries. They will 
finish in about two weeks, and 
then about 30 days will be re- 
quired to tabulate the findings. In 
coding, each entry is given a 
number from an index, and in 
tabulating, the number of each 
entry will be punched on another 
case card. This card has col- 
umns for the various items of in- 
formation. 
this type are put in a machine the 
machine will classify them and to- 
tal the entries. For example, the 
totals will show how many ar- 
rests ‘there were for burglary in 
St. Louis, how many convictions 


for murder in Jasper County, how 


many continuances granted in 
Kansas City courts, and so on. 

Statistical experts will base 
diagrams and tables on thase fig- 
ures and Director Lashly will re- 
port on them, describing processes 
of the administration of criminal 
laws in trial courts, including 
prosecutions, and drawing con- 
clusions and making recommenda- 
tions.

discoveries have been made as the 
‘official records are examined, but 
the finding are not to be made 
known until the work’ is complet- 
ed. Probably atout next Jan. 1 the 
reports of the’ various divisions of 
inquiry will be published. 

Work is nearly done as far as 
gathering information goes, in the 
survey of felony cases. This branch 
of the inquiry entails the greatest 
amount of labor and will furnish 
some of the most important infor- 
mation. Already it is indicating 
some good and some bad spots in 
the war on crime and suggesting 
possible reforms to be proposed. 


The period to be covered was de-! 


termined by the records of the St. 
Louis Police Department. Because 
these records made it most con- 
venient to do so, the survey covers 
the year from Oct. 1, 1923 to Oct. 
1, 1924, in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, the three largest 
cities. To carry it to a later date 
would mean finding many pending 
In 35 counties, away from 
these cities. the survey extends 
from Oct. 1, 1922, to Oct. 1, 1924, 
to get a more typical period. 

_ Eleven Counties Grouped. 

One county in each of the 85 
indicial cirenits away from the 
cities was chosen, taking thos? 
which have produced the most 
criminals lately. Eleven. of these 
counties, containing the larger 
towns, are to bé studied in one 
group: they are: Greene, Jasper 
Pettis, Marion, Randolph, St. Louls 
County, Cole, Cape Girardeau. 
Boone, Butler and St. Charles. 

The remaining 24 #£counties. 
which are more or less rural, are: 
Adair, Mason, Grundy, Nodaway. 
Clay, Audrain, Holt, Linn, Saline. 
Johnson, Wright, Phelps. Howell. 
Jefferson, Dunklin, Newton. Ver- 
non, St. Francois, Henry, Douglas. 
Franklin, Livingston, Pemiscot. 
Scotiand. , 

Director Lashly made experi.

The three reports mentioned wil’ 
be of prime importance in the sur- 
vey, but In Director Lashlys opin- 
ion, probably the most important 
report will be on the parole sys- 
tem, which. has been widely criti- 
cised. Data for it is beine cath- 
red by the Assistant Operating Di- 
rector, Prof. A. L. Kuhlman of the 
University of Missouri, aided. by 
five men and two women, studying 
records at Jefferson City and the 
Boonville reformatory. It is planned 
to send questonnaires to officials 
and citizens who have been inter- 
ested in all the paroles studied, to 
determine how effective the admin- 
istration of the parole laws has 
been, andswhether society and the 
criminal both have been benefited. 
If satisfactory answers are not ob- 
tained, persona! visits will be made 
to gather information. 

Work of the Sheriffs &nd Coro- 
ners is being studied by Dr. Ray- 
mond Moley of Columbia Univer- 
sity. He hds made personal inqui- 
ries in St. Louis, Franklin, Jackson, 
Buchanan and St. Louis Counties. 
Association workers In every coun- 
ty of the survey likewlre are fur- 
nishing him with data. 

J. E. Boggs of Columbia, Mo.. 
an attorney, former Circuit Clerk 
and former president of the Mis- 
sour! Association of Circuit Clerks, 
is studying office administration by 
the Sheriffs, prosecutors and Cir- 
cuit Clerks. He has reports from 
the associaton workers on the 
methods of these officials. He will 
prepare a complete model set of 
records. for a criminal case.

ERMAN REFUGEES 
BY THE HUNDREDS 
LEAVING POLAND 


Throughout Day and Night, 
Those Expelled by the 
Warsaw Government Ar- 

-rive at Schneidemuhl. 


By the Associated Press. 
SCHNEIDEMUHL, Germany, 
Aug. 1.—All day and far into the 
night trucks, moving vans and 
trains have poured into this city 
carrying German refugees from 
the former German district of Po- 
land, whence they have been ex- 
pelled because they voted in favor 


of Germany in the Upper Silesian 
plebiscite of 1921. 

The number of refugees in the 
concentration camp here keeps 
changing so rapidly it is impossi- 
ble to obtain exact figures. Many 
remain only a short time, while 
making purchases or leases of land 
they intend to farm; others are 
awaiting replies to inquiries for 
employment; still others, without | 
friends or relatives, await despond- 
ently for something to turn up. 

600 Refugees Arrive Daily. 

An average of 600 refugees a 
day has arrived here during the 
last week. It has been possible to 
transfer about 200 a day into the 
interior. 

The former Albatross airplane 
works here has been tonverted in- 
to barracks where the most primi- 
tive conditions prevail. Two* or 
three families are huddled to- 
gether in one apartment, separated 
from the next only by a curtain,

Getting High-Type Men 
on Enforcement Job.

ASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—<Assis- 
tant Secretary Andrews of tne 
Treasury, in his efforts to rehypild 
the prohibition enforcement organ- 
ization, has mapped out a plan to 
draw into his new corps a dozen or 
more big business executives, and 
indications tonight were that his 
plan would be successful. 

Andrews has for several weeks 
been conferring with leaders of the 
citizens’ committee of 1000, which 


includes Elbert H. Gary, of the 
United States Steel Corporation: 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., and 
other leaders of industry and fi- 
nance, and this group has agreed to 
aid him in obtaftning men of suffi- 
cient ability to give him hope for 
drying up the country’s wet spots. 
Little or No Compensation. 

Andrews has hopes of obtaining 
the services of these men with lit- 
tle or no compensation, but he has 
declined to indicate whether that 
part of his program is working out 
to his satisfaction. The maximum 
salary attached to a post of ad- 
ministrator ie $7500 a year and that 
amount, the Assistant Secretary has 
ald, can be considered as nothing 
when measured against the earning 
capacity of the men whom he de- 
sires to place in some of the posts, 
at least. 

The plan developed by Andrews 
is something entirely new in the 
government's prohibition enfor«e- 
ment effort and promises, in the 
view of Treasury cfficials, to re- 
construct, or at least to provide 
methods for reconstructing the 
work along the lines pursued by 
private business in pushing forward 
under the guidance of capable ex- 
ecutives. He has made no secret 
of his intentions to build a busi- 
ness organization for enforcement, 
if such a thing is possible; and at 
the outset has directed his efforts 
to that end.

Army Gun of 340 Tons 
To Be Hauled Acrossw. S. 


Special Railway Trucks With 14 Axles Each to 
Be Used in Transporting Coast 
Defense Weapon. 


BF-the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The 
long delayed project for strength- 
placing a number of the most mod; 
ern long-range rifles at selected po- 
sitions is approaching actual execu- 
tion. 

The War Department is conclud- 
ing arrangements by which one of 


the post-war }4-inch coast artil- 
lery models, mounted on a railway 
carriage, will be sent at an early 


coast defense district, probably in 
the vicinity of San Pedro. Other 
big guns are «xpegted to be ‘moved 
gradually to West Coast points. 
The rifle and carriage destined for 
the San Pedro vicinity now is at 
the army ordnance base at Aber- 
deen, Md. The gun is the largest 
mobile weapon in army service and 
with its carriage weighs 340 tons. 
The railway trucks on which ft will 
be moved across the continent are 
constructed with 14 axles each. 
Ordnance experts point out ‘that 
never before in the nation’s trans- 
port history, has a movement of 
guch compactness of weight been 
attempted frorn coast to coast. They

Horton Now Under Charges. 

Attorney Page said he had no 
evidence to connect*® any person 
but Dr. Horton with the transac- 
tions, or to show that Horton nad 
any officia] or unofficial connec- 
tion with the State Board of 
Health, or any member Ahereof. 

Horton is now under a charge 
of unprofessional conduct, pme- 
ferred by the State Board of 
Health, which is seeking to take 
away his license. His hearing be- 
fore the board has been set for 
Sept. 17. The specific charge is 
that, in applying for his license to 
practice medicine, Horton falsely 
represented himself as a graduate 
of the high school im his home 
town, Purdy, presenting an affi- 
davit in lieu of a diploma. 

Horton is a graduate of the Kan- 
sas City College of Medicine and 
Surgery. The charge now pending 
against him was one of the results 

of the recent * ‘clean-up” campaign 
conducted “by the State Board of 
Health, to revoke the licenses of 
physicians he!d to lack legal quali- 
fications. He was cited by the 
‘Board last June, and his case has 
been continued twicd. 

The Post-Dispatch jcorrespondent 
talked with Horton at Purdy, by 
long-distance telephone, after 
charges had been made involving 
him, but before the checks had 
been made public. Dr. Horton, in 
this conversation, denied he had 
ever been officially connected with, 
or employed by, the State Board of 
Health, or thit he had a close ac- 
quaintance with any member of the 
Board.

Convicts confined there 
receive a slice of bread and a cup 
of water for a meal, it was said. 

Of the men confined in punish- 
ment hall when an inspection was 
made today, only one showed evi- 
dence of having been clubbed. A 
gash on his head was inflicted 
when he was struck by Deputy 


Warden Rudolph one day iast 
week, as he was attempting to es- 
cape by making his way through 
the main prison gate, attired in 
civilian clothes and posing as 4 
visitor.

FORMER CROWN PRINCE 


In Book, “I Seek the Truth,” 
He Strives to Refute Accu- 
sation of War Guilt. 


Correspondence of the Asnociated Press, 
BERLIN, July 13.—The former 


crown prince has written a beéok, 
“I Seek the Truth,” with which he 
takes his place among those seek- 
ing to refute the accusation of war 
guilt against Germany. 

“Who would cavil at Bismarck, 
at Kaiser Wilhelm II,” he asks, 


“for having conducted an expansive 
policy, when all those powers allied 
against\us had been pursuing the 
identical policy for many years? 
At all times those rulers and states- 
men enjoy he greatest prestige 
who had succeeded in increasing 
their nations’ prosperity. For cen- 
turieg the paramount object of 
those nations who became Ger- 
many’s violent accusers had been 
their own aggrandizement. By 
what right then is Germany stig- 
matized as a would-be devourer of 
the rest of the wo1ld?’’ 

The writer points out that Eng- 
land managed to conquer one-fifth 
of the globe and says that France 
grabbed numerous oOverséas posses- 
sions, in many instances with the 
most ruthless means. 

“But Germany,” the writer as- 
serts, ““‘was begrudged the few col- 
onies she had acquired almost 
without shedding a single drop o* 
blood.” The writer then goes ¢> 
some pains to dispel the wide- 
spread belief that the old-time 
} monarchial set was responsible for 
the imperial policy of expansion. 

England is told that, living in a 
glass house, she is not justified in 
throwing stones at’ others for an 
infringement of Belgian neutrality. 

The pre-eminent object with the 
view of getting at the truth, the 
former crown princé considers to 
be the annulment of the note 
signed by Clemenceau June 16, 
1919, which furnished the com- 
mentaries to Article 231, establish- 
ing Germany's war guilt. 

“Not before the spirit of Ver- 
sailles hag been destroyed,” the 
book concludes, “will 
Europe, all humanity be at peacé,”

The apparatus used at this sta- 
tion is Marcon}, and the systems 
used are spark and continuous 
wave. The spark is used on 600 
meters and the continuous wave on 
2400 meters: The sending radius 
by day is 300 miles and by night 
900 miles. 

This station has no midday 
signal, but repeats the meterologic- 
al reports from Moncanto (Lisbon 
station) when requested by vessels, 
free of charge. A radiogoniemeter 
will be installed shortly at this 
station, which will give ships their 
position, for a fee, the amount of 


Officials of the Weather Bureau 
assert that the increased communi- 
cation facilities have added greatly 
to the accuracy of weather reports. 
Weather reports now-a-days are 
far more accurate because the fore- 
casterg have a better line of cond)- 


tions throughout the world. 

Combining wireless with the tele- 
graph and cables, the Weather Bu- 
reau receives reports from practi- 
cally every zone in the world wth 
the possible exception of the North 
and South Poles. With the advent 
of the MacMillan expedition into 
the Northern frozen regions, re- 
ports will be received even from 
that territory by radio. 

It is of incidental interest, that 
arrangements are under way for 
the Weather Bureau to provide 
special reports to the MacMillan 
expedition.

The correct way to use the sol+ 
dering fron is to have the tool 
cleaned with fine sandpaper or em- 
ery cloth before using. When 
heating, if: done ever a flame, the 
pointed end of the iron should not 
come in contact with the flame. A 
little flux ghould be applied to the 
iron, and rubbed In with solder un- 
til the sides of the iron are bright. 
The iron should be held under the 
work to be soldered whenever pos- 
sible, and when the solder is run- 
ning freely in the joint the iron 
should be taken away, and the 
joint allowed to cool. Flux should

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STATICS BLAMED — 
FOR MANY NOISES 


When the Real Cause or 
Disturbance Is in the Set, 


The radio beginner, warned that 
his reception will occasionally be 
marred by “static,” and armed 
with a description of it as a “‘grind- 
ing, crackling nolse,” is apt to lay 
at static’s door every sort of a 
sputtering sound that issues from 
his loud speaker or rattles the 
diaphragms of his headset, 

' Quite often nolsea in radio ree 


ception that the ear might naturale 
ly charge to. static, have their 
source within the set itself, of 
somewhere in the battery, antenna 
or ground connections. For this 
reason it is advisable to investi- 
gate. Either prove to your own sat- 
isfaction that it is static yoou are 
hearing or find the trouble and 
remedy it. 

If it is etatic, you will hear it 
at ite maximum intensity only 
when the set is tuned exactly to 
some wave length, or, in other 
words, in resonance, It will be 
loudest and most annoying when 
the set is adjusted to greater 
sensitivity. Detune the set so that 
no station possibly ,could be 
brought in at the settings, and if 
the noise persists it probably is 
not static. , 

Turn off the rheostats, and if 
the noise continues it probably is 
somewhere in the B battery circuit, 
If it stops, it may be In the A bate 
tery circuit. If in the B battery 
circuit, examjne the connections at 
the binding posts of the set and at 
the batteries themselves, 

If two or more batteries are in 
series examine the wire connectifig 
them. A loose conncction at any 
of these points will cause noise. If 
in the A battery circuit, first exam- 
ine all connections, be sure the 
battery terminals are clean, phen 
test the rheostats and thelr connece 
tions. An imperfect friction cOne- 
tact in a rheostat, or where the 
movable arm brushes over the wire 
winding, will cause noise. So will 
a faulty filament switch. It is well 
also to examine the A and B bat~- 
tery wiring in the set; in fact, all 
wiring, if the cause of the noise 
still eludes you. 

A faulty grid leak often fs notsy, 
An imperfect ground or antennse 
connection can cause trouble, A 
dirty or poorly working phone jack 
}ie@ a frequent offender, In 
static has a number of “imitatefs, 
but it has been so’ much mdér6 
widely advertised that it gets most 
of the blame, 
doesn’t deserve it. 


To Renew Burned-Out Tube, 

A burned-out vacuum tube can 
sometimes be renewed by welding 
the filament. The method of doing 
this is quite simple. Place the 
burned-out tube in a edocket gnd 
wire to the filament binding posts, 
and then connect to the battery. 
About four volts is all that is re- 
quired. The bulb is held in ene 
hand, the other being used to atrike 
the bulb. The bulb may require 
quite a lot of hitting before the 
broken filament will touch and 
weld. After the filaments touch, 
the current will weld them togeth- 
er, but the tube will have to be 
handled with care so as not to jar 
them apart. Bulbs repaired in this 
manner will give nearly as good re- 
sults as new ones.

The fact that the Zop- 
pot bathing beach is one of the fin- 
est along the southern shores of 
the Baltic affords a ready excuse 
for people to come here “for their 
health.” 

Theoretically, gambling is for-| 
bidden in the Free City of Danzig. 
The owners of the beautiful, up-to- 
date Casino hold no concession 
from the state for conducting these 
games of chance.

He had perhaps in 
the back of his mind a plan to make himself

of the terrain and tactics of desert fighting. 
On his own hook he toured Algiers, Tunis 
and Morocco, making coplous notes for fu- 
ture reference. Perhaps he is using them 
now. 

In 1914 he returned to Paris, brought back 
by rumors of war. A score of restless souls 
foregathered with him there. Among them 
were Raoul Lufbery, Kiffin and Paul Rock- 
well, Billy Thaw and Steve MacGordon and 
Alan Seeger, the poet. Thaw, Kiffin, Rock- 
we'l, MacGordon and Lufbery were leaders in 
forming the Lafayette escadrille, famous fly- 
ing corps. But Sweeny picked the Foreign 
Legion.

How this adventure must have charmed 
him! He who had envied Napoleon, Welling- 
ton, Garibaldi, Bolivar and Washington their 
campaigns for the fate of nations was to 
fight in a bigger war for the fate of the 
vorld.

Living Is Simple on 
Utilla Island; You Need 
Only a Few Matches!

UTILLA ISLAND, Spanish Honduras. 
ANCY being able to live on‘an island 
F with no worldly possessions besides 
matches! Well, this can be done on 
Utilla Island, Spanish Honduras, And, as a 
matter of fact, you could live for months 
without even the matches to Hght a fire to 
cook your food with, the Indiang used to do it. 
They were taken from this island many years 
ago on account of slave-traders who used 
to run in here and geize the Indians, To 
this day you can dig up thousands of jars 
and Indian skeletons on Utilla Island, The 
Indians had a substitute for matches but they 
got everything they needed for food in the 
woods, and clothing they did not need In a 
climate lke Utilla Island. 

A shipwrecked captain and his crew lived 
for months on one island and subsisted op 
eocoanuts only. They thrived and fattened on 
them. Take Utilla Island, for instance. 

First you have bread in the form of the 
bread-fruit. This fruit grows In great abund- 
ance in Cehtral America and on Utilla Island 
there is plenty of it. The fruit is as large as 
a loaf of. bread, sometimes larger, and it 
weighs more. The skin is green and rough. 
and is green even when ripe. The flesh or 
“bread” can be eaten fried, boiled or baked, 
but it is sald to excel when fried with ¢ocoa- 
nut oll. 

Then there is the afligates- -pear, a fruit that 
provides nature's butter. You can spread the 
soft creamy pulp on your bread and island- 
er’s claim that it Is an excellent substitute for 
butter and no doubt far more wholesome. 
Trkse pears grow to be larger than ordinary 
pears, although they resemble pears in shape 

There is the coco plant. This makes a fine 
substitute for potatoes. Yams, also of im-

How an American Press

now are causing an upheaval 
in England which has resulted in 
countless letters being written to 
the London Times by old Pro 
Bono Publico and even in a long 
communication signed by a num- 
ber of prominent menswho prob- 
ably never go to the movies, to the 
government declaring that some- 
thing ought to be done—there 
ought to be a law or something. 
The main cause of the outery is 
that British made films are being 
snowed under by the American 
product and that the British pro- 
ducer is on the verge of starving 
to death while the films made in 


the U.S. A. argftilling the picture 
houses of England nightly. 


But. there is still another com- 
plaint about a situation which is 
quite likely to rebound to the bene- 
fit of the English picture men as a 
result of the over zealousness of 
an American publicity man who 
put over a stunt which shocked all 
England and caused an uproar in 
tthe House of Commons. ; 

Jimmy Bryson—James V. Bry- 
son to be exact—-a Hollywood press 
agent was in England to pave the 
way for the showing there of the 
American-made film “The Phan- 
tom of the Opera.” Jimmy worked 
out a plan to have the film met at 
the steamer by a detachment of the 
British army and act as a guard of 
honor and royal protector of the 
canned drama on its arrival, 
plan worked. The soldiers Were 
drawn up at the dock and when 
Dryson stépped ashore with the tia 
box of film the guard saluted and 
then marched down the street and 
escorted the picture to Wardour 
street where all of the Am 
film producers have their Lon 
offices. 


A Stunt That Kicked Back. 


Then the trouble began and Karl 
Kitchen of the New York World, 
who was in London at the time, 
says that the affair will go dewn 
in history. with the Kopernick In- 
cident. 

“You may remember the fun that 
was caused when a poor 
cobbler, in a stolen General's @ni- 
form, called out the garrison of 
Kopernick and held a review of 
the former Kalser’s soldiers for his 
own amusement,” writes Kitchen, 
“The papers were full of % for 
weeks—a musical comedy, ‘The 
Girl got Gothernburg,’ was based 
upon it—and everybody but the 
half-witted cobbler had a laugh at 
the former war lord.” 

However,-as oné combination of 
British exhibitors hes canceled 
contracts totaling more than $250.- 
000 for showing of the film and as 
American film men generally are 
“in bad” with the authorities as 
a result of the hoax, it will be seen 
that it is not altogether a laugh- 
ing matter. 


Allenby Overlooked. 


As it happened, Gen. Allenby. 
the conquerer of Palestine, arrived 
at Southampton at the same time 
with the film. There was no mili- 
tary escort at the dock te meet 
him and the crewds that were there 
witnessed the amazing spectacle of 
a can of American film being re- 
ceived with military honors while 
a great British General was prac- 
tically neglected. 


The next day Mr. Bryson, whe, 
by the way. used to be an exchange 
manager in Minneapolis, was or- 
dered to report to the War Depart- 
ment with the can of film, which 
was taken away from him-—but 
since returned. And for several 
hours he did not know what was 
going to happen to him. Naturally, 
he made every excuse and apolegy, 
but he was told that such press 
agent stunts would not be tolerated 
in England. And as a matter of 
fact he waa lucky to escape arrest, 
and imprisonment, for the picture 
had not the remotest connection 
with military propaganda of any 
kind. 

A few days after the parade Mr. 
Bryson took several large pewepa- 
per ade to ‘explain™ his side of the 
case, but they only added fuel te 
the flames. Then, to win public fa- 
vor, he offered’ a large sum to 
wounded veterans of the late war: 
That offer was epurned and the an- 
fortunate film man fousd himestft 
“in worse’ than ever. par”

Auto Made It Posstble. 

There is no hesitancy among real 
estate men in attributing the un- 
usual] activity in, the caunty to the 
development of the automobile. 
Formerly the county,. by common 
consent and by the limitations of 
distance, was restricted to the rich. 
for there was a time when only the 
financially comfortable owned au- 
tomobiles. Now, the workingman 
has become an automobile owner. 
And the county, for him, is no fur- 
ther remote by flivver than former- 
ly his work was by _ § street car. 
Moreover, the permanent paving of 
pseveral county arterial highways, 
has been followed by the platting in 
lots of virtually every foot of ground 
along both sides of those high- 
ways for as far as nine miles from 
the city limits. Prices for these 
lots are not high, for they are not 
as sequestered as is desired by those 


who have the means to build large | 


county homes. So lots as low as $5 
a front foot now present a lure to 
the man whose purse is small, but 
in whom the aspiration for a home 
is strong. 


Nor is the plan of providing 
homes as well as home sites re- 
stricted to expensive homes.

But some 
such account of proceedings at the Federal capital 
is well within the bounds of possibility if an inno- 
vation now being discfttssed, ever gets anywhere.

For in some of the largest American cities there is 
4 growing sentiment toward withdrawal from the, 
legal state boundaries. Some of the cities feel that 
they are not allowed as large a representation in 
State Legislatures and in congressional delegations 
as they should have, based on their population, and 
that they pay an uanfairly.large portion of the State 
taxes. Critics of the present arrangement say that 
the cities are deprived in part of the right of local 
self-government and revive the phrase which was 
hurled at George Ill, some 1590 years ago—“Taxa- 
‘ion without representation is tyranny.” 

The ¢omplaint of the big cities that they are dom- 
inated by the rural poriions of their respective 
states is, of course, an old grievance. Now dissatis- 
faction has reached a stage where lawyers are dis- 
cussing possible methods of withdrawal—.if there are 
any,

Quickly and 
quietly the servants were driven into #@ small wine 
cellar near the pantry, and the door locked upon 
them. Now the intruders started aftér bigger game. 


\ RS. SHATTUCK had hardly removed her wraps 
when three men, who had crept upstairs, en- 
tered her room and seized her. 
“Money or diamonds!” said one of the men, 
brandishing his weapon. 
* Throughout this bold raid the robbers spoke 
rench to the inmates of the house, but talked 
rc, themselves in a dialect, probably thieves’ 
Siang, which at times could not be understoed by 
anyone outside the band. 
' Now the men shoved Mre. Shattuck inte a closet, 
eaving the door partly open. Their three revolvers

reported break in the gas distribution system in St. 
Louis. Ordinary, routine trips have no element of 
rescue. Their call to the ‘“‘big scenes,’ to the avert- 
ing of death, is when somebody has been rendered nn- 
conscious by electric shock, or been suffocated or 
drowned or overcome by gas, or has ceased to 
breathe because of some other accident.

hasten to a St. Louis hospital. where a man had col- 
lapsed on the operating table. 

“I thought I’d drop dead on the way, from 
anxiety,’’ said Dowley, when he told about the inci- 
dent a few days ago. “The responsibility for that 
life, which was going to be lost if I failed, was a ter- 
rible load. When I reached the hospital and found 
the nurses and doctors powerless, waiting for me and 
with confidence in me, I braced up a bit.~- We, went 
to work. ; 

“In about 35 minutes the patient, who had col- 
lapsed when the anesthetic was given, showed signs 
of'life. Soon he sat up and in a little while was al! 
right. Later the doctors performed the minor opera- 
tion on the throat for which they had been prepar 
ing, and the man is alive and well today.’’ 


HE “emergency men” are trained in reviving per 

sons who have been asphyxiated, drowned over- 
come by shock or suffocated. While. they use many 
other means, their main reliance always is the prone- 
pressure method of artificial respiration: The meth- 
od is so simple that anyone‘can use it. 

The patient is placed face downward upon the 
floor, with one arm stretched straight out above the 
head and crossing the other arm to form a rest for 
the head, which is placed sideways so that there will 
be no interference with the nostrils. The rescuer 
then ‘sits astride of the patient, just below the pa- 
tient’s hips, and places the palms of his hands upon 
the small of the patient’s back. 

The rescuer, with arms held straight, now swings 
slowly forward, so that his weight expels the con- 
tents of the patient’s lungs. Immediately thereafter 
he swings backward, releasing the pressure and al- 


lowing fresh air, or the specially prepared air fronr 


the machine, to rush into the lungs. This operation 
is repeated about 12 times a minute, care being taken 
that the pressure each time is gentle, go as not to 
injure the patient. 


The ‘“‘emergency men’ have learned that it is fatal 
to give any kind of alcoholic stimulant to an asphyxi- 
ation victim. Strong black coffee is the best thing. 
they say, but it should not be administered until the 
patient has recovered the fairly regylar use of his 
lungs. Aromatic spirits of ammonia, poured on a 
towel and held at a’ safe distance from the patient’s 
nostrils, have a splendid restorative effect some- 
times. It is essential that the patient be kept warm. 
He should be wrapped in blankets and hot-water bot- 
tles should be applied when possible. 

They are not physicians, these “emergency men,” 
but they acquire an uncanny skill in dealing with 
asphyxiation cases. At their headquarters; 2755 Ad- 
ams street, are kept the truck and “first-aid’’ instru- 
ments. There the men are on duty in turns, day and 
night. They may be reached at any time bv calling

Central 3800, expiaining in such words as “gas leak,” 
“man overcome,” “man drowned” or the like, and 
giving the address. The men usually work in pairs, 
but if a case requires more help, reinforcements are 
sent on call. 


ND here is the way they go aboug their task of 
saving lives in'St. Louis: A call comes to the 
headquarters on Adams street. The pair on duty 
jump to the trnck. If it is a “‘man-overcome” case, 
they take their instruments and blankets. By the 
shortest route, for they know their St. Louis, and 


“at high speed, they drive to the address. 


Then blankéts are spread, the patient is wrapped 
in them, the instruments are adjusted and one of 
the “emergency men” begins to apply the prone- 
pressure treatment. His companion attends to the 
cause of the accident and then comes back to chafe 
the arms or legs of the patient, change the adjust- 
ment of the machine or otherwise assist his superior, 
who still is working away at prone pressure. 

If the case looks serious, somebody has been asked 
to call a doctor, preferably the family physician. If 
the patient recovers the use of his lungs, but his con- 
dition still appears to be grave, removal to a hos 
pital is suggested, since it is essential that the victim 
have just the right care in the hours following 
asphyxiation if he is to escape pneumonia and re- 
cover quickly and completely. 

Now and then the life savers must remonstrate 
with policemen or even with physicians unacquainted 
With asphyxiation cases who want to load the pa- 
tient into an ambulance before his lungs have been 
restored to use: Although in exceptional cases, pa- 
tients haye been reclaimed as long as three or three 
and one-half hours after the respiration ceased, every 
minute is valuable. Each minute whichis allowed 
to lapse, before bréath is restored, may mean the pa- 
tient’s death. Therefore it is highly important that 
resuscitation be accomplished right on the scene. 
And the “emergency men” always plead for a 
chance. 


HE life-saving crew are muscular, decisive and 

clothed with the authoritative air of men who. 
know what they are doimg. Yet they have been 
schooled to deal gently with their patients, for to 
gain the latter's confidence is half the battle. Some- 
times, hawwever, they must relapse into Spartan meth- 
ods, when people try to impose upon them, as in 
cases where the “‘victim’’ only wants to frighten 
somebody. 


One of the “emergency men” recalled an experi- 
ence with a young negro winter before last. “Man 
overcome” had been the call. The crew found him 
stretched at full length upon the floor, seemfiigly 
lifeless. By tests of their own, the gas men became 
convinced that the “patient’’ was shamming. But 
proceeded with the prone-pressure treatment, ana! 
although they got a good pulse and slight breathing. 
the “‘patient’’ did not recover. 

Finally, without a word of warning, one of the 
“emergency men” poured some ammonia on a towel 
and drew it in front of the “patient’s” nose. Then 
all was over, for the apparently unconscious fellow 
“came to” with a yell, struggled out from under the 
prone-pressure expert and raced from the room, dis- 
agreeably surprised and completely “cured.” :

It a strange thing in this country of incessant murder that there is nota 
rn , a dried skin, not a hoof nor a bone left bleaching on the veldt.

It must be remembered that no man has hunted i gh NE tr hs 
lions with the bow and arrow since the days of As- a 
syrian Kings several thousand years ago. s 
Mind you, we never contemplated stepping out — 
into the jungle and slaying the king of beasts with 
our archery tackle. We can’t stop a charging lion 
—but we can kill one. Bven the’ancient royal hunt- 
ers shot from chariots with their horses running in 
retreat from the lion's charge. 
But a lion is only flesh and blood. He responds 
to all the physiologic reactions as do all other ani- 
mals. His heart and lungs and great vessels are as 
easy to cut with a sharp broad-headed arrow as those 
ef any other body.

Per- 
manganate is the best agent to combat this if ap- 
plied immediately.

About 8 o’clock 
we sighted two lions out in the open, making their 
way back to cover. We set out at a rapid pace to in- 
tercept them.

OW something happened that véry few Africans

He was undoubtedly influenced by our numbers 
and he felt that his position was stronger from this 
location.
